1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
subje3ct matter in claims 1-45 is allowable because the arts of record fail to teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed "claimed "method and apparatus for receiving signal 
comprising (see figure 20): transforming within a single processing chain (see 
elements 201 8-2022) the multiplexed signal (see output 201 6 from the orthogonal 
multiplexer) into a plurality of separate signals (see output signal from the single 
processing chain 2018-2022 and demultiplexed by the demultiplexer 2024), wherein 
each of the plurality of separate signals corresponds to one of the replicas signal; and in 
combination with the plurality of antennas (see antennas 2002-2008) for reserving the 
replica signal and the orthogonal multiplexer as in claims 1, 14,23 and 29."
